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‘Ham-burgled’ 

Teens return Vounded’ icon

A 65-year-old American 
icon was kidnapped from his 
post outside the Big Boy 
Restaurant oh Fbrd Road. 

Canton Township Police 
investigators believe prank¬ 
sters swiped the Big Boy stat¬ 
ue early FHday morning 
They followed up on calls 
they received about the kid¬ 
napped statue leading them to 
four 17-year-old students, 
according to Sgt. Todd 
Mutchler of the Canton Police. 
All four suspects, three 
Canton residents and teen 
from Plymouth, confessed to 
the crime. 

The following day, after 
being questioned, one of the 
suspects drove the detectives 
to an isolated field in Salem 
Township. There, the Big Boy 
was found and later returned 
to the restaurant 

The statue did sustain 
damage to the head and is still 
missing his hamburger, 
according to police. 

Tony Matar, with wife 
Rana, are owners of the Big 
Boy Restaurant. They said 
they are surprised that some¬ 
thing like this would happen 
in Canton, especially being 
the community in which they 
live and work. 

“First I was very frustrated 
and upset” said Rana Matar, 


“Now, Tm just glad he’s back.” 

The missing statue went 
unnoticed at first by the open¬ 
ing manager on Riday morn¬ 
ing according to Tony Matar. 

“No one knew until the 
customers coming in started 
asking where he (Big Boy) 
was,” he said. “My manager 
called me at home and told 
me that Big Boy was gone. 
The only thing I could do was 
laugh and ask, ‘Where did he 
go?”’ 

Despite the seriousness the 
crime presents, the Matars 
look at the situation in a posi¬ 
tive manner. 

“We have to make the best 
of the situation or it gets 
worse,” said Rana Matar 

With the statue back in 
front of the restaurant, the 
Matars laughed about the 
incident as they wrapped ban¬ 
dages around the head of the 
iryured icoa 

Police suspect that the 
theft was only a prank. The 
Matars understand that the 
students were going to use the 
statue in a skit or musical 
• number for school. 

“All they had to do is ask - 
for it,” said Tony Matar, “We 
would have let them use it 
We would have been hon¬ 
ored.” 

The students are expected 
to replace the $3,5(X) statue or 
they will be prosecuted, said 
Mutchler

Toxic waste injection weii 
plan dealt blow by state

If Sunoco prevails, so do the 
best interests of the residents of 
Romulus, or so claim city offi¬ 
cials. 

Last week, the Michigan 
Department of Environmental 
Quality (DEQ) dealt a blow to 
plans for toxic disposal injection 
wells in Romulus. The state 
authority granted a permit to 
Sunoco to begin brine extraction 
at wells near the site of the 4,500- 
feet deep wells drilled last year 
by Environmental Disposal 
Systems (EDS). 

Officials from the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) said during previ¬ 
ous public hearing on the matter 
that the injection wells would not 
be approved if the nearby 
Sunoco project were given per¬ 
mission to proceed. 

With the state approval of the 
Sunoco plan, the $15 million 
investment of Birmingham-based 
EDS could be seriously threat¬ 
ened. The company has already 
sunk the wells off 1-94 between 
Inkster and Middlebelt roads 


and was awaiting permission 
from the federal agency to begin 
pumping liquid toxic waste into 
the ground. 

Both Sunoco and EDS want to 
use a geologic formation about 
4,(X)0 feet beneath the surface of 
the earth. Sunoco wants to 
extract brine from the formation 
and EDS wants to use the depth 
to dispose of toxins. 

The state agency confirmed 
that EDS has already filed a 
court motion to prevent the 
Sunoco plan, and overturn or 
prevent DEQ approval. 

Romulus Mayor Alan Lambert 
considers the state approval for 
Sunoco a good thing for his city 
and the residents. 

“Will the EPA hold true to 
what they said? I hope so,” 


Lambert said. “I think this is a 
good siga 

“It doesn’t mean the well isn’t 
coming, but it is an encouraging 
sign,” Lambert said. 

The Sunoco plan allows the 
company to extract brine from 
wells the oil company plans to 
dig near the EDS site. When 
operational, the EDS wells 
would be injected with 7.27 mil¬ 
lion gallons of toxins each month 
into the same geological forma¬ 
tion from which Sunoco plans to 
pump brine. Sunoco stores liq¬ 
uid gases in deep, underground 
caverns that straddle the Taylor- 
Romulus border. The brine is 
used to fill the empty space left 
in the caverns when the gases

Mayor reports city-wide growth 


Some of the best upscale 
shopping in the state may soon 
be in...Romulus? 

Exactly, said Romulus Mayor 
Alan Lambert, who confirmed 
that the city is one of several sites 
being considered for a new shop¬ 
ping mall by a major developer 
Lambert was among several 
city officials who traveled to 
Columbus, Ohio last week to view 
a mall constructed by the 
GlimcherCorp. The company has 
built more than 3(X) malls around 
the country, Lambert said. 

“This is truly a great thing for 
the city—a great opportunity,” 
Lambert said. He added that the 
mall in question would be simi¬ 
lar to the Somerset Collection in 
Troy and feature upscale stores 
and specially stores. 

“The inclusion of the upscale 
specialty stores widens the mar¬ 
ket area ring,” Lambert said. 
“Instead of the usual limits for 
shoppers, this takes the ring out

“We have the proposed race 
track which I understand is mov¬ 
ing forward with plans and we 
are one of four possible sites for 
a new casino in addition to some 
major commercial develop¬ 
ment,” Lambert said. 

Lambert noted that the city 
administration has been actively

Hurst said there have been appli¬ 
cants for the position, and some 
may be considered to replace 
Hill. The board is expected to 
announce Hill’s resignation at 
the June 10 meeting. 

Kunselman said the township 
must concentrate on core ser¬ 
vices, such as the police, water 
and building departments, to 
make sure the departments 
adhere to their jurisdictional 
responsibilities to serve in the 
best interests of the community. 

He said the township govern¬ 
ment must serve the people in all 
circumstances, whether it be dur¬ 


ing political unrest, natural disas¬ 
ters or a crisis. 

“Local government has a larg¬ 
er responsibility than the private 
sector in dealing with these 
demands,” Kunselman said. 

Sumpter is a general law 
township as opposed to a charter 
township, according to 
Kunselman. He said the differ¬ 
ence can be seen in the way offi¬ 
cials are elected. 

“The elected officials are not 
required to have credentials 
other than their ability to obtain 
the popular vote of the people,” 
Kunselman said. “Politicians are 
to be policy makers. The word 
‘politician’ is a derivative of the 
word ‘policy’ It does not imply 
manage or administrate. It 
implies policy.” 

Kunselman said the policy 


makers always have to make the. 
tough decisions, some of which 
can always be unpopular. But;

are based on laws and regulations! i ri 
that the township does not have | 
the authority to change, he said. It | 
is up to township employees to; j 
adhere to the laws and implement | t;

are pumped out 

“We would have a concern if 
both operations were in effect It 
would be a concern if (Sunoco) 
would begin to extract some of 
that hazardous waste that had 
been injected,” said Harold 
Fitch oftheDEQ. 

Phillipa Cannon of the EPA 
said that the agency is aware of 
the approval of the Sunoco per¬ 
mit “and we will evaluate the 
change this makes in the EDS 
applicatioa” 

Opponents of the EDS wells 
have been protesting the plan in 
Romulus for nearly a decade. 
The group, called RECAP has 
been vocal in protesting the plan 
citing environmental concerns 
and safety of local residents. 

Spokesmen from EDS have 
repeatedly cited safety evalua¬ 
tions and studies that show no 
danger and no impact on the 
environment or health of nearby 
residents. 

Opponents, however, claim 


that wells of this type precipitat¬ 
ed earthquakes in Ohio and that 
toxins leaked from the wells and 
caused birth defects in Texas. 
FIDS denies those claims. 

State Sen. Ray Basham, D- 
Taylor, was also optimistic about 
the fate of the injection wells in 
light of the state decisioa 

“We’re not home yet, but it’s a 
huge bump we got over It’s good 
news,” Basham said. The EPA 
said they can’t co-exist. If 
Sunoco gets their permit, it’s 
starting to turn the lights off for 
EDS,” Basham said. 

Lambert, however, expects 
EDS to continue to battle. 

“They’ve invested $15 or $20 
million,” he said. “They aren’t 
going to walk away. I don’t 
understand, however, how they 
can file for an injunction or 
whatever it was against the state. 

“I’m sure, too, that the state 
took great consideration and 
made sure that this decision was 
in order,” Lambert said. 

“I feel good about it, I really 
do,” he concluded.

Shooting disturbs quiet complex

Residents of the Hamlin Place 
Apartments stood shocked and 
saddened when gunshots rang 
out in their quiet complex during 
the early morning hours Saturday. 

According to Inkster Police, 
several residents called 911 to 
report that an unnamed number 
of shooters opened fire on 
Marlon Harrington, 29, and an 
unidentified, 29-year-old woman 
at about 12:25 am. The shooting 
left Harrington dead and his girl¬ 
friend critically injured. 

Hamlin Place Apartments are 
located on the 2600 block of 
Hamlin Road. According to 
Inkster Det Anthony Delgreco, 
police officers who arrived on 
the scene found Harrington dead 
from 14 gunshot wounds and the 
woman shot multiple times. 

Delgreco added that shootings 


could be drug-related, and that 
the female victim’s identity is 
being withheld by police pending 
the completion of the investiga- 
tioa She was transported at the 
scene and is undergoing treat¬ 
ment at area hospital. 

For Mike Hopkins, who 
spends a lot of time with his girl¬ 
friend at the five-building com¬ 
plex, the shooting came a com¬ 
plete surprise. 

“Shocked is more like it” he 
said. “There’s a lot of young peo¬ 
ple in here; some elderly people 
and some families,” he said. “But 
I think most people just think it’s 
an isolated incident He added 
that he seldom if ever sees any 
suspicious activity. 

But for resident Suzette Bell, 
the shootings are more personal 
because her daughter is the 
mother of two of Harrington’s sue 
childrea 

“Even though things didn’t 


work out between my daughter 
and him,” she said, “I still cared 
for him very much. He was going 
to school to be a truck driver. 
Nobody is perfect; he was a nice 
persoa He was still the father of 
my grandchildrea” 

Police said in statement that 
witnesses saw suspects run from 
the apartments in the southeast 
direction and east on the rail¬ 
road tracks.

Bell said a memorial service 
would be at the Penn Fhneral 
Home in Inkster, but that 
arrangements ai-e incomplete. 

“He (Harrington) was a life¬ 
long Inkster resident” Bell said. 
“It’s just a terrible tragedy. He 
was too young, and he was loved 
by many.”

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Politics is no place 
for the fainthearted 

Virtually by definition, elections are designed to separate those 
who want to serve in public office from those the public wants to see 
serve in office. 

This year, however, the elections may also provide us with a differ¬ 
ent distinction. They may help us define the very character of those 
who are willing to get involved, whether or not they eventually win an 
elected seat 

This may be most true in the City of Wayne, where the deadline to 
file for one of three city council seats or for the mayoral post is a mere 
10 days away - and the deadline to withdraw is only three days later. 

Not that Wayne is, on the siuface, any different than other munici¬ 
palities. Officials are grapphng with the same kinds of budget cuts as 
every other non-growing community in the wake of cuts to state 
shared revenue. City officials were forced to make widespread cuts 
this year, and they’re already planning for an even tougher budget 
year next year That would most likely mean the parks and recreation 
department, which has the second largest budget in the municipality, 
will unfortunately represent a large target 

What that translates to for candidates and potential candidates is 
ultimately a lot of tough and pxjtentially thankless work. Difficult deci¬ 
sions that deal directly with quality of life issues; decisions that seem¬ 
ingly contradict the direction of the council during recent years, 
which is characterized by their goal to build the best parks and recre¬ 
ation department in the state and their reluctance to commit to whole 
scale slashes there. 

It’s not a job for the fainthearted or the thin-skinned. 

There are plenty of people who have been critical of the city 
administration and the council and they have every right to be. It is 
our job as concerned citizens to ask questions of our leaders and bring 
up matters that concern us, no matter how trivial they may seem to 
others. It’s one of the duties inherent in the citizens of the greatest 
democracy on Earth. 

It’s easy to be critical, though, and shout questions from the side¬ 
lines. It takes more courage to join the race even with the knowledge 
that this unpaid position may bring more headaches than happiness. 
The next few weeks will be important ones for those still deciding 
whether to serve the community during a difficult time or sit back and 
shake tlieir heads at those who decided to rise to the challenge. And 
the clock is ticking. 

Grading the candidates 

At a time when most school districts officials are concerned about 
their bottom line, it’s comforting to know that there are so many quali¬ 
fied people willing to run for school board. 

That’s certainly the case in the Plymouth-Canton Community 
School District and in the Northville Public School District Each dis¬ 
trict has four candidates seeking two seats. 

The flip side of the equation, however, is that it makes for a tough 
choice for voters, who will go to the polls on Monday. In each case, the 
editorial board of The Journal weighed the qualifications of the candi¬ 
dates, fix)m their professional experience to their previous work with 
the district to their overall character and personality in an attempt to 
endorse the pair we think would best serve each of those communi¬ 
ties.

they’re just a bunch of social 
beasts. 

As I watched them Sunday 
afternoon in the surprisingly warm sunshine, I 
.started to believe it I think, if that first day is any 
indicator of how successful the park will be, the dog 
park may make a believer out of me yet 

I had been skeptical, and I remain a little so. A 
part of me still doesn’t see the point of it After all, 
the dog park is only slightly larger than a typical 
yard in Northville (if that). Why not just let your dog 
run free there? 

The dog park seemed at first to be a magnet for 
the types of things neighbors didn’t want to see 
there: loud dogs, heavy smells, etc. A short visit was 
nearly enough to convince me that it didn’t have to 
be that way.

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Local officer fo seek Wayne Ceunty sheriff seat

Anthony Abdallah has had only one 
real ambition in life: to be a police officer 

Despite all attempts to lure him into 
the family business, the pull of sirens and 
tlie prospect of solving crimes were irre¬ 
sistible to the 36-year-old detective. EX^en 
after seeing the worst the front lines of 
police work have to offer—and losing a 
partner in the line of duty—the only 
career that Abdallah has ever wanted is in 
law enforcement 

After 14 years behind the badge work¬ 
ing for the Inkster Police Department, 
Abdallah is ready to take on a new chal¬ 
lenge: He has announced his intention to 
run for Wayne County sheriff. 

“I think things went really well under 
Ficano,” he said. “Bob Ficano did a lot of 
good things. I plan on keeping his success. 
But I think the structure of the sheriff s 
department could be structured different¬ 
ly” 

If successful, Abdallah will unseat cur¬ 
rent Sheriff Warren Evans, a foimer prese- 
cutor who was named to replace Robert 
Ficano. Ficano vacated the position after 
more than 20 years when he was elected 
Wayne County executive. 

Evans has announced his intention to 
run for a four-year term beginning in 2004, 
according to his spokesperson, John 
Roach. 

Abdallah - a pre-death penalty Demo¬ 
crat - said he would not provide any 
specifics about his campaign until he offi¬ 
cially enters the race in January. He said 
he will answer naysayers, however, who 
say a detective in the Inkster Police 
Department could never run a successful 
campaign against Evans. 

The current sheriff is a former Wayne 
County deputy and prosecuting attorney 
who holds a law degree from the Detroit 
College of Law. 

“I’m an upfront kind of person,” 
Abdallah explains. “I know what needs to 
be done, and I know I can get the job done. 

I have a lot of good relationships with a lot 
of local (police) departments and commu¬ 
nity groups in the area ... I know what 
agencies are up against” 

He also said one of his priorities would 
be young people. 

“There are so many young people get¬ 
ting in trouble, and they’re getting in treu- 
ble much younger than they used to,” he 
said 

“Too many are involved in violent 
crimes. When I was assigned to the state 
police for four years, I saw so many kids 
getting locked up. A lot of it is about 
money, which is important to some of the 
kids who deal with poverty. 

“There’s got to be more in terms of 
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I’m an upfront kind of person. 
I know what needs to 
be done, and I know I can 
get the job done.

recreation for kids. I want to use the 
resources of the sheriff’s department to 
help get these kids back on track.” 

The oldest child of Anthony and 
Dolores Abdallah, the future officer has 
two younger sistei’s, Jemiifer and Lisa. His 
parents still own and operate Jewel 
Gallery in Northville, he said. But 
Abdallah knew early on that his days 
would not be spent among precious gems 
and gold. 

After graduating from Crestwood High 
School in Dearborn Heights in 1984, 
Abdallah worked at the family business 
and enrolled in the Garden City Police 
ELxplorer Cadet program. 

In 1989, he was hired by the Inkster 
Police Department and worked a desk 
job while he went to the Wayne County 
Regional Police Academy at Schoolci’aft 
College. He graduated frem the academy 
in 1989, and was assigned to the road 
patrol, a prospect his father did not rel¬ 
ish. 

“I tired not to let him do it,” Anthony 
Abdallah Sr said. “I wanted him to go into 
business but the only thing he ever wanted 
was to be a police officer. Even when he 
was little, the only thing he ever wanted 
was cop cars. 

“We just sort of had to accept (his deci¬ 
sion) ... We just told him to do the best he 
can - and be careful. But I'm really proud 
of him. He’s done really well. 

“But even now,” Abdallah Sr. says, “If 
we get a phone call after 10 o’clock at 
night, it feels really bad.” 

After three years on the road, Abdallah 
was assigned to the traffic bureau. But in 
1994, he returned to the road patrol, where 
he was paired with a 33-year-old Kenneth 
Woodmore. 

On June 17, 1994, about half an hour 
into Abdallah and Wood-more’s evening 
shift, Woodmore stopped Christopher 
Knox, a suspected drug dealer who was 
riding a bicycle. A hail of gunfire ensued, 
and Woodmore died after sustaining seven 
gunshot wounds. The words “officer 
down” radiated from Abdallah’s police 
radio. 

“He died in my arms,” he said. “It was 
the worst day of my life. And I never, ever 
thought this could happen to anyone I 
worked with. It’s something I still think 
about all of the time.”

Knox went on trial twice for the mur¬ 
ders - the first guilty verdict was over¬ 
turned on a technicality, the second result¬ 
ed in a sentence of life in prison. Since 
then, organizing the department police 
memorial service every May has helped 
Abdallah deal with his grief 

The muixJer of police officers, accord¬ 
ing to Abdallah, is one of the reasons he 
would like to see tlie ultimate punishment 
brought to Michigan. 

“The death penalty is especially war¬ 
ranted for (the murdei' of police officers),” 
especially after the last two officei-s that 
were killed. Those were absolutely bmtal 
crimes. I have no doubt in my mind that 
(Hazel Pai k police officer) Jessica Smith’s 
killer knew she was a police officer” 
Currently, only 12 states do not have the 
death penalty. And after the murder of 
Livonia jeweler Marco Pesce, his four chil¬ 
dren and his mother, Abdallah doesn’t 
doubt that an a^^essive, pro-capital pun¬ 
ishment movement will be afoot shortly. 


Abdallah said he thinks his practical 
experience as an officer could benefit 
Wayne County residents. His current 
supervisor, Inkster Police Chief Phil 
Ludos, agrees. 

“One thing about Tony is that he gives 
100 percent to this job every time out” he 
said. “He recently solved an 8-year-old 
murder case and was able to make an 
arrest 

“He isn’t shy about working a case and 
getting to the bottom of who is responsible. 
He’s also very community-oriented; he has 
ties to several ethnic groups in the area, 
and understands their concerns.” 

In 1998, Abdallah was promoted to the 
detective bureau, where he underwent 
several hours of specialized training, 
including attending the FBI Academy on 
white-collar crimes. 

He and his second wife, Renee, mar¬ 
ried in 1996 and are the parents of a 6- 
year-old daughter and a 12-year-old son.

ORDINANCE NO. 2003 - 4 

“AN ORDINANCE TO ESTABLISH A GENERAL POLICY FOR 
LIQUOR LICENSES AND PERMITS” 

THE CITY OF PLYMOUTH ORDAINS: 

Secrion 1. SHORT TITLE. 

This Ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the “Liquor Management 
Ordinance”. 

Section 2. STATEMENT OF PURPOSE. 

The purpose of this Ordinance is to allow the City to establish and administer a policy 
for the issuance and transfer of CLASS C Type liquor licenses and permits, to provide 
for the enforcement of liquor laws, regulations and ordinances, and to manage the 
number of liquor licenses in the City of Plymouth. 

This Ordinance shall also create the Liquor License Review Committee (LLRC), 
which shall be composed of at least three members of the City Commission. The pur¬ 
pose of the LLRC is to review applications and make recommendations to the City 
Commission as required by this Ordinance. 

It shall be the policy of the City of Plymouth to notify all known existing Class C 
Type Liquor License holders of proposed changes in this Ordinance via first class 
mail at least 10 business days in advance of the City Commission acting on a change. 

Sections. LICENSING POLICY. 

New licenses or Liquor License permits, transfer of ownership of existing licenses, 
transfers into the City of new licenses, will be approved at this sole discretion of the 
City Commission. 

Further, the City shall conduct an annual review of all existing licenses in the City of 
Plymouth. 

Section 4. PLAN OF OPERATION REQUIRED. 

A. Business Operation. All new requests for permits, requests for transfers of owner¬ 
ship of existing licenses or requests for transfers of licenses into the City of 
on-premises licensees shall operate in accordance with a Plan of Operation approved 
by the City Commission. 

B. Plan of Operation. A Plan of Operation shall contain an operational statement out¬ 
lining the proposed manner in which the establishment will be operated, including, 
but not limited to, the format schedule of the hours of operation, crowd control, secu¬ 
rity, alcohol management, use of the facilities, parking provisions, plan for interior 
use and layout, and any other pertinent information as requested by the City or City’s 
Liquor License Review Committee (LLRC). 

C. Compliance. Licensees shall comply with all applicable State and City regula¬ 
tions, this general policy, and a Plan of Operation as approved by the City 
Commission. Any change to a Plan of Operation shall be approved by the City 
Commission prior to implementation of the change by the licensee. Failure of such 
compliance or variance from an approved Plan is a violation of this ordinance and 
may result in the City Commission recommending to the Michigan Liquor Control 
Commission that the license be revoked or not renewed. 

Section 5. REVIEW PROCEDURES 

Each applicant for a new license, the establishment of a new permit, the transfer into 
the City of a new license, or the transfer of an existing license shall make a request to 
the City in accordance with the following procedures: 

A. Application - Each applicant must submit to the City Clerk an application (on a 
form provided by the City), a Plan of Operation, plot plan of the site, a plan for interi¬ 
or use and exterior design, and the layout of any ancillary facilities. As part of the 
application, each applicant shall submit a written statement explaning in detail how 
their proposal meets the factors as listed in Section 5D of this Ordinance. 

B. City departmental review - Upon receipt of an application and plans, the City 
Manager will refer same to the Chief of Police, Fire Chief, Planning Department, 
Building Department and other City officers or employees, who shall cause a thor¬ 
ough review and investigation, including, but not limited to a complete history of past 
business experience and liquor law violations, if any, to be made of the persons and/or 
premises which must meet or exceed codes. The applicant shall provide all requested 
information to, and fully cooperate with, all City Departments requesting any and all 
additional relevant information. The findings resulting from such review and investi¬ 
gation shall be reported to the City Manager, who then will report same to the LLRC 
and the City Commission. 

C. Public Hearing/Review. 

1. Hearing. The City Commission shall hold a public hearing upon a request for a 
new license, the esablishment of a new permit, transfer of an existing license to new 
owners, or for the transfer of a new license into the City. 

2. Notice. Notice of all hearings shall be provided to all property owners, residents 
and voters within 300 feet of the proposed establishment, all LCC Class C License 
holders, the Chamber of Commerce, all neighborhood associations and the Plymouth 
Canton Community Schools. The applicant shall pay the cost of such notice. 

3. Appearance. The applicant will be required to appear at the hearing before the 
LLRC Committee or the City Commission, and make a written and/or oral presenta¬ 
tion concerning the request. 

4. Recommendation. The LLRC shall review and may recommend approval or dis¬ 
approval of all requests to the City Commission. 

D. Review factors. In reviewing a request for a new license or permits or transfers of 


ownership of existing licenses or transfers into the City of new on-premises licensees, 
the City Commission or LLRC may consider and/or weigh the following factors: 

1. Conserve the expenditure of funds for public improvements and services to con¬ 
form with the most advantageous uses of land, resources and property. 

2. Total number of similar licenses in the City. 

3. Input from residents and surrounding business owners. 

4. Impact of the establishment on surrounding businesses and neighborhoods. 

5. Whether a proposed licensed premise is part of a multi-use project with substantial 
new retail, office, or residential components. The size of the licensed premise relative 
to the overall project or development. 

6. Crowd control. 

7. Parking availability. 

8. Preservation or restoration of historic buildings. 

9. Locating in an underdeveloped area. 

10. Concentration of drinking establishments and impact in policing requirements. 

11. Policing requirements. 

12. Business history. 

13. Business experience. 

14. LCC violation history. 

15. Will facility be a Sit Down Full Service Restaurant serving alcohol or other “bar 
only” type establishment. 

16. Percent of floor area devoted to dining versus bar area. 

17. Size of bar area. 

18. Size of dance floor, if any. 

19. Type or character of the establishment, e.g. dining, nightclub, hotel, dance club. 

20. Overall benefit of the plan to the City of Plymouth. 

21. Non-payment of taxes or other payment due to the City. 

22. Any other factor(s) that may effect the health, safety and welfare or the best inter¬ 
ests of the community. 

E. Approval. If after a review by the LLRC and/or a public hearing, the City 
Commission is satisfied that the establishment or operation will provide a benefit to 
the City of Plymouth and constitute an asset to the community, it will adopt a resolu¬ 
tion granting approval, subject to the satisfaction of any conditions stated in the reso¬ 
lution. 

1. Building - Remodeling. If the request involves a change to the physical size or 
layout of the establishment, when the applicant’s building or remodeling is com¬ 
pleted, it must meet all state and local regulations, and must comply with the rep¬ 
resentations made to the City Commission and LLRC Committee by the appli¬ 
cant. If such physical alteration is approved by the City Commission and it is sub¬ 
sequently determined that the project was not substantially completed as required 
by the plans and specifications presented to the City, or in substantial compliance 
with representations made to the City, the City may recommend that the license 
be revoked or not be renewed for the following year. 

Section 6. PERMITS AND TRANSFER OF OWNERSHIP. 

1. Permits. New Requests for permits for Dance, Entertainment, or Dance & 
Entertainment shall be reviewed by the LLRC and approved in the sole discretion of 
the City Commission after an evaluation of the factors listed in Section 5D. The City 
will not consider requests for topless entertainment permits. 

2. Transfer of Ownership. .Requests for transfer of ownership of existing licensed 
establishments shall be reviewed by the LLRC and approved or disapproved by the 
City Commission. The City Commission may hold a public hearing. If the continua¬ 
tion of an existing operation is contemplated, the applicant must present a plan that 
indicates that it will continue the existing operation as established. If there are pro¬ 
posed changes in the operations then the request for transfer of ownership shall be 
subject to the reviews outlined in Section 5D. 

3. Any change in existing operations from a full service sit down restaurant that 
serves alcohol to an establishment that features primarily alcohol would be subject to 
a new review as outlined in Section 5D. 

Section 7. ANNUAL LICENSE AND PERMIT REVIEW. 

A. The City Commission will undertake a review of any license or permit for the 
purpose of making a recommendation to the Michigan Liquor Control Commission 
regarding renewal of said license or permit. The Commission shall consider whether a 
licensed establishment has been operated in a manner consistent with the provisions 
of this Ordinance and all other applicable laws, and regulations of the City of 
Plymouth and the State of Michigan. 

B. Each year, the City Manager shall cause an investigation to be made relative to 
each existing on-promises licensed establishment. The investigation shall include, but 
not be limited to, the following: 

See ORDINANCE, page 17 
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(1) Licensee shall submit copies of current valid licenses from appropriate County, 
State or Federal governments to insure authorization to serve food at the establish¬ 
ment. 

(2) An inspection of the premises to determine whether the licensee is in compliance 
with the license itself, its approved site plan and if applicable its plan of operation, as 
well as any conditions imposed by the City or the Michigan Liquor Control 
Commission or representations made by the licensee at the time of issuance or trans¬ 
fer of the license. 

(3) An inspection of city records to determine whether all taxes and other monies due 
the city are timely paid. 

(4) An inspection of police files or other sources of information to determine whether 
any activity in connection with the licensed premise is in violation of the law, disturbs 
the public peace and tranquility, constitutes a nuisance, or contributes to the disrup¬ 
tion of the normal activities of those in the neighborhood of the licensed premise. 

(5) A review to determine the existence of any of the criteria as described in Section 
9 of this Ordinance. 

(7) A review of the operation of the licensed establishment to determine whether the 
business is being operated in compliance with any and all representations that may 
have been made by the licensee to the City or the City Commission. 

C. Recommendations from City Departments. Following receipt of a fully complet¬ 
ed application, fees, and such other information as may be requested by the City, the 
City Clerk shall forward the application to the police department, fire department, 
building department, treasurer's office, and such other departments as required by the 
City Manager, which departments shall make their reviews and recommendations 
prior to consideration by the City Commission. In conducting its review, the City 
may request other pertinent information from the licensee. The completed report shall 
be reviewed by the LLRC prior to being considered by the City Commission. 

Section 8. REVOCATION AND NON-RENEWAL 

A. Each establishment within the City for which a liquor license or permit is grant¬ 
ed shall be operated and maintained in accordance with all applicable laws and 
regulations of the City of Plymouth and the State of Michigan. Upon any viola¬ 
tion of this Ordinance, the Commission may, after notice and hearing, request 
the Michigan Liquor Control Commission to revoke such license and/or permit. 

Upon any violation(s) of this ordinance, the City will notify the licensee of the 
specific violation(s) and afford the licensee an opportunity to come into compli¬ 
ance with said Ordinance. Licensee must reach compliance in that time estab¬ 
lished by the City Manager, but in no event more than 10 days after notification 
to licensee by City of such violation. Absent compliance within that time estab¬ 
lished by the City Manager, the City may hold the above mentioned hearing and 
request that the Michigan Liquor Control Commission not renew and/or revoke 
such license and/or permit. 

B. Before filing any objection to renewal or request for revocation of a license or 
permit with the Michigan Liquor Control Commission, the City shall serve the 
Licensee with notice and proceed in accordance with this Ordinance, as amended. 
The City shall serve the Licensee by first class mail mailed at least ten (10) days prior 
to the hearing with Notice of Hearing, which Notice shall contain, the following: 

1) Date, time and place of Hearing. 

2) Notice of the proposed action. 

3) Reasons for the proposed action 

4) Names of witnesses known at the time who will testify 

5) A statement that the Licensee may present evidence or any testimony that 
may refute or respond to the claims of adverse witnesses. 

6) A statement requiring the licensee to notify the City Attorney's office at least 
three (3) days prior to the hearing date if they intend to contest the proposed 
action, and to provide the names of witnesses known at the time who will 
testify on their behalf 

C. Upon completion of the Hearing, the City Commission shall submit to the 
Licensee and the Michigan Liquor Control Commission a written statement of its 
Findings and Determination. 

Section 9. CRITERIA FOR NON-RENEWAL OR REVOCATION 

A. The City Commission may recommend non-renewal or revocation of a license or 
permit originally authorized on or after July 1, 2003 to the Liquor Control 
Commission upon a determination based upon a preponderance of the evidence pre¬ 
sented at the Hearing that any of the following exists: 

1. Failure to comply with all standards, plans or agreements entered into in con¬ 
sideration for the issuance, transfer or continuance of the license or permit, or 
failure to comply with all agreements or consent judgments entered into subse¬ 
quent to the issuance of the license or permit. 

2. Failure to comply with an approved Plan of operation and other plans, speci¬ 
fications, or representations made or submitted to the City by the licensee. 

3. Violations of the State liquor laws or regulations of the Liquor Control 
Commission. 

4. Violations of State laws or local ordinances including, but not limited to those 
laws or ordinances concerning the public health, safety or public welfare. 

5. Maintenance of a nuisance upon or in connection with the licensed premises 
including, but not limited to, any of the following: 

a. Failure to correct violations of building, electrical, mechanical, plumbing, 
zoning, health, fire or other applicable regulatory codes, to include the history 
thereof; 

b. A pattern of patron conduct in the neighborhood of the licensed premises. 


which is a violation of the law and/or disturbs the peace, order and tranquility of 
the neighborhood; Including types of police, fire or medical services related to 
this operation. 

c. Failure to maintain the grounds and exterior of the licensed premises, includ¬ 
ing litter, debris or refuse blowing or being deposited upon adjoining properties; 

d. Entertainment on the premises or activity in connection with the licensed 
premises which by its nature causes, creates or contributes to disorder, disobedi¬ 
ence to rules, ordinance or laws, or contributes to the disruption of normal activ¬ 
ity of those in the neighborhood of the licensed premises. 

6. Failure by the Licensee to permit the inspection of the licensed premises by 
the City's agents or employees in connection with the enforcement of this 
Ordinance. 

7. Failure to pay taxes or make other payments due to the City in a timely manner. 

B. The City Commission may recommend non-renewal or revocation of a license or 
permit originally authorized to operate in the City of Plymouth on or before June 30, 
2003 to the Liquor Control Commission upon a determination based upon a prepon¬ 
derance of the evidence presented at the Hearing that any of the following exists: 

1. Violations of the State liquor laws or regulations of the Liquor Control 
Commission. 

2. Violations of State laws or local ordinances including, but not limited to those 
laws or ordinances concerning the public health, safety or public welfare. 

3. Maintenance of a nuisance upon or in connection with the licensed premises 
including, but not limited to, any of the following: 

a. Failure to correct violations of building, electrical, mechanical, plumbing, 
zoning, health, fire, property maintenance or other applicable regulatory codes, 
to include the history thereof; 

b. A pattern of patron conduct in the neighborhood of the licensed premises, 
which is a violation of the law and/or disturbs the peace, order and tranquility of 
the neighborhood; 

c. Failure to maintain the grounds and exterior of the licensed premises, includ¬ 
ing litter, debris or refuse blowing or being deposited upon adjoining properties; 

d. Entertainment on the premises or activity in connection with the licensed 
premises which by its nature causes, creates or contributes to disorder, disobedi¬ 
ence to rules, ordinance or laws, or contributes to the disruption of normal activ¬ 
ity of those in the neighborhood of the licensed premises. 

4. Failure by the Licensee to permit the inspection of the licensed premises by 
the City's agents or employees in connection with the enforcement of this 
Ordinance.-* 

5. Failure to pay taxes or make other payments due to the City in a timely manner. 
Section 10 CAPACITY LIMITS. 

The total capacity of each room of a licensed establishment shall be established and 
determined by the appropriate Fire and Building Safety Codes. 

Section 11 TERMINATION OF ESCROWED LICENSES 

The City Commission may, through resolution, request that the Michigan Liquor 
Control Commission terminate an on-premises license that has been placed in escrow 
for more than one (1) year after its expiration. 

Section 12. FEES. 

Each applicant for a new license or permit, for transfer of an existing license or per¬ 
mit, for expansion of an existing establishment, and for renewal of an existing license 
or permit shall pay a non-refundable application investigation fee. Each applicant for 
renewal of a license that was originally established on or before June 30, 2003 shall 
be exempt from annual renewal fees; all others shall pay an annual review fee. Such 
fees will be in addition to any fee required by the Liquor Control Commission and 
shall be set by a City Commission resolution. 

Section 13. SEVERABILITY. 

If any Section, subsection, clause, phrase or portion of this ordinance is for any rea¬ 
son held invalid or unconstitutional by any court of competent jurisdiction, such por¬ 
tion shall be deemed a separate, distinct and independent portion of this ordinance, 
and such holding shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions of this ordi¬ 
nance. 

Section 14. SAVINGS. 

All proceedings pending and all rights and liabilities existing, acquired or incurred at 
the time this ordinance takers effect are saved and may be consummated according to 
the law in force when they are commenced. 

Section 15. REPEALER. 

All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict herewith are hereby repealed only to 
the extent necessary to give this ordinance full force and effect." 

Section 16. EFFECTIVE DATE. 

This ordinance shall take effect Twenty-one (21) days after the final passage thereof.
